1 This Office action is in response to the after final amendment filed 7/26/04 and 
entered, and the petition to withdraw finality of the same date. Prosecution on the merits is 
reopened, hence the petition is moot. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: catalyst compositions comprising diester phosphates, steroid 
derivatives, anthryl derivatives, amino acid type gelators, and quaternary ammonium salts, each 
of these broad species being a gelling agent present in a catalyst composition. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 3, 5-7 and 19-22;are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.

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examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention.
